are supposed to be the nation’s bulwark against predatory or 
wild-cat finance, namely the national banks. 

Week after week and month after month the banking 
returns show anywhere from twenty-five to seventy-five 
millions of dollars out on call loans in New York; which 
means that that much Canadian money is being taken out 
of this dominion where it is needed for development and is 
being lent to exploiters in Wall street upon the regulation 
security of the street, namely the title to ownership represent- 
ed by a margin on stock. The relationship shown from week 
to Week between the increase of current loans in Canada 
makes it so plain that one can almost see the money being 
taken from this country where it could be made to perform 
a useful service in the creation of new wealth and being 
carried across the border to Wall street to be applied toward 
furthering the game in the biggest gambling swindle that the 
world has ever known, where not a dollar of new wealth was 
ever created and where no man ever made a profit without 
some other man being a loser to a similar extent and the costs 
ot the game besides.

How absolutely dependent are the dwellers in a great

TODAY WE CELEBRATE | 
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Birthday, of James Wolfe, 
Martial Hern of Boyhood. 

No other milltary hero in human history 
has ever made so great an appeal to Anglo- 
Saxon youths as James Wolfe, who cap- 
tured Quebec and fell mortally wounded 
in the very bour of a victory that put the 
British flag over Canada, Today ts Wolfe's 
birthday, and it will be celebrated through 
out Boyville. Wolfe was only 32 when 
his glorious career came to a tragic end 
on the Plains of Abraham, but long before 
that he had accomplished many herote 
deeds on the fleld of battle. He was as 
kindly and generous as he was brave, a 
scholar and dreamer and a lover of poetry 
as well as a gallant warfior, His youth 
and his manly qualities have made, and 
doubtless will always make, an trreststible 
appeal to the hearts of boys, Long after 
swords have been beaten into plough- 
shares, and war as become a memory, 
Wolfe will still be honored and admired 
by Anglo-Saxon youth. The grizzled gen- 
erals who sit in tents and play the gatne 
of war according to modern “effictency'' 
methods—these make no appeal to the 
imagination of youth. Wolfe was differ- 
ent. He was young, he had the boldness 
and daring and enthuslasm of youth, and 
he led his soldiers in the field and fought 
and died for an ideal, 

The quaint IHttle Kentish town of Wester- 
ham was the birthplace on the martial here 
of boyhood. The house in which he was 
boru, the church in which he was bap- 
tized, and the graveyard in which his an- 
cestors Were buried still remain as shrines 
for the admirers of Wo'fe. Near the vil- 
lage are the groves and green slopes of 
Squerryes, where Wolfe and his boy 
friends played at war, with Wolfe always 
cast for the role of commanding general. 
Even then he was ambitious to shine as a 
warrior, and his hopes and dreams were 
recorded in letters which are still in ex- 
istence, The early home of Wolfe is now 
preserved as “Quebec House.” 

Although born in England, the son of an 
army officer, Wolfe's ancestors had Nved 
in Ireland, and numerous representatives of 
the Wolfe family ay still be found in 
Cork, Limerick and Tipperary. Wolfe's 
grandfather, Capt. Edward Wolfe, was an 
enthusiastic  Natlonalist, and, with his 
brother, a Franciscan friar, fled to Eng- 
land to escape persecution ja his native 
jJand. 

One of the most touching pictures tn 
all history is that of Wolfe, pale and ema- 
clated from a long tlness, standing erect 
in a boat floating up the St. Lawrence, 
and reciting the lines from Gray's "Elegy": 
The boast of heraldry, the pomp of power,

The paths of glory lead but to the grave.

Restriction to Keep Unskilled 
Laborers from Absorbing 
Workers. 


Seattle, Jan, 1-—Walter G. Beach, 
profeasor of social science at the Uni- 
versity of Washington, addressed the 
Municipal League at the Rathskeller 
on the immigration problem and de- 
clared that there. were two general 
policies to be adopted in coping with 
the increasing arrivals of Europeans. 

“The first method of attempting a 
solution is the policy of restriction,” 
said Prof. Beach. “We can't attempt 
to absorb those who arrive at our 
shores because of the sheer number of 
unskilled men in the basic industries. 
It 1s impossible to absorb them all so 
that they may make a decent living. 
The immigrants break down the living 
wages of the men who have been here 
all the years engaged in the various 
industries. The immigrant literally 
absorbs us in a great many cases 
rather than the workers here absorb- 
ing him. 

Enforce Literary Laws. 


‘ 


“Our restrictive measures must be 
carried out along lines of the weakness 
of the immigrant. If it is a problem 
of the feeble-minded then we must 
enforce rigidly laws against the feeble- 
minded. If it is a problem of evils 
resulting from illiteracy then we must 
enact literacy laws and enforce them. 
Restriction, however, is only a tempo- 
rary policy of solving the problem. 
There Is a second problem that must 
be considered, and that is the problem 
of opening industrial opportunities for 
the immigrant. 

“It is our duty to look at our civi- 
lization to see if it is of a character 
to give social and economle opportu- 
nity. It is in this that the state and 
municipality can do effective work. 
The policy of protection and distribu- 
tion in the industrial world is the 
problem of the state, city and group. 

“The state must remove conditions 
that continue the weaknesses of the 
immigrant, This state, among other 
things, should pass laws for an im- 

imigration banking system, 
should. more rigidly enforce the laws
